are so powerful that they are but
rarely used,

“Phystcians know so llittle nbout the
mechanism of the sympathetic nery:
ous system, on which most of the ef
fects of these remedies are exerted,
that none of them is llable to be gen
erully used within the next few years
In the meanwhile, the old-tlme uses of
alcohol for medicinal purposes have
elther been discontinued or else they
ure condemned by the medical profes
slon,

tlon, It I8 not used as o ‘core for this |
disense now, It once was used as a
remedy for blood polsoning—septicne: |
min and pyemin. It now I8 known
thnt its use lessons the chance of re-

"The writer
urges that water should be prohibited
ns It cnuses the deaths of thousands
of people by engendering typhold and
other diseases, This reasoniog 1s typ-
feal of much that emanates from the
Hquor traflle, Water does pol cause
disense. It has never polsoned any
man. It is only when some poison

ke typhold pollutes the water that |

there Is danger. The remedy Is to
prolibit or do away with the polson,
not the water. And this, says Tem-
pernnce, lg precisely what modern san-
itary sclence Is teylng to do. We no
longer confine our efforts to the sav
ing of the viethne of typhold, we seek
to prohibit or destroy the cause. The
efforts of temperanee people to do
awny with alcohol as a bevernge s
perfectly loglenl because nleohol Is a
polsonous drug.  If aleohol were as
harmless as water only lunatics would
advocate s prohibition,

BEER MUST GO.

In not one of the 20 dry states, nor
in the Distriet of Columbin, Alaska or
Porto Rico, does the prohibition lnw
exempt beer. Beer Is not exempt o
the army and navy prohibition regula-
tions, nor in any territory under fed-
ernl prohibition. In Oregon, Woshing-
ton, Colorado and Arizona the brewers,
with milllons of dollars behind them,
tried to foree a beer nmendment npon
the people, and In every case were
overwhelmingly defented, These facts
und the growing unll‘-lnu-r gentliiuent
throughout the country should con-
vinee the brewers and thele backers
that any attempt to put a beer and

light wine exemption clause (o the res-

olutlon now before congress for a pro-
hibition amendment to the federal Con-
stitution I8 doomed to falluré, They
would better save their money for the
trensforming of thelr brewerles loto
focdsproducing factories,
